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Jury Duty and Jury Verdicts, 

The ciroumstanoo of some of our citi- 
zens being summoned to do jury duty 
at the approaching Assizes suggests the 
fitaesR ol a few observations upoutho 
eubjeot of jury doty. In EDglandj wo 
are told, the plan has beon adopt- 
ed of placing on the jury list tho namos 
of every person within the jurisdiction 
liBblo to serve, and from that list jnrioB 
are drawn in the regular ordor of their 
appearanco on the list, until all havo ser" 
ved thoirmrn. la this way no one inun 
can bo called Upon to servo on a jury 
a second timo until every nan within 
tho jurisdiction has had his tarn, Tbe 
plan has several recommendations, It 
extends tho sarfaoa from which juries 
are drawn, and theroby presumably 
inoreasos the safoguard against cor- 
rupt iofluonooa and partiality. It also 
causes evory man to tako bis share of 
jury work 4 bo that work a thing to be 
Bhunned or sought after, its advantages 
aro too obvious to need delinoation. 
If such a plan has been deemed doaira* 
bio in a thickly populate i country 
like jSoglandj how much more desirable 
must it be in a new and sparsoJy popu- 
lated country liko British Columbia. 
Hero, at any rate, jury work, more 
especially petit jury work, is, by most 
persons, at least, regarded in tho light 
of a disagroeablo duty, rathor than a 
privilege and on honor. Persons, there- 
fore, who aro called to this work, havo 
a sort of natural right to demand that 
they shall not bo required to do more 
than their joet share of jury work, or^ 
in other words, that all liable to sorve 
shall bo tailed upon to do so in their 
regular turn, — thus many hands makiog 
light woik. Wo do not know how far 
wo would bo jnstifiod in crediting state- 
ments which havo reaohed us respect- 
ing the manner in which jury work is 
distributed, or, more properly spoaking, 
not distributed in this community, 
Making a very liboral allowanco, how- 
ever, for tho loosaness with which such 
Btatomoots aro too ofton inada, wo are 
lod to believe that the system carriod 
oat here in calling persons to jury duty 
mast cither be a very imporfeot and 
objectionable one, or else that it has 
been very indifferently carried out. It 
appoars to be beyond question that very 
many porsons liable to sorve havo 
Beldo u or nerer bsen called npon, while 
the.- aie others whose faces must have 
become ve.y iamiliar to the Bonoh and 
the Bar, It is known that a large and 
important class of this community aro 
never called upon to serve on jurios v 
"We allude to those of oar fellow citi- 
zens of African origin. So marked has 
beon the exemption of this ola~i that 
they very uatorally recent it as an insu t 
to tbo raco and an infringement of ihoir 
rights as British subjeots. We must mark 
cur sense of tbo impropriety of raising 
n distinction so esooniially wn-Bruish 
and unconstitutional. Tne preeont ob* 
ject iB to recommend to our own authori- 
ties the adoption o[ tbe i lau uliuded to 
as boing curried oat. ic England, and that 
toOj in Us widest sense, without refer- 
ence to crted or color, Let every man 
liable to serve onjuries take bis turn. 
Before dismissing this subject wo would 
remind the reader of tbo Act passed 
during last soasion of tho lineal Legis- 
lature, and now in loioe, wherein it is 
provided that, — 'From and after the 
passage ot this Aet i ou tbe irial of any 
issue ji ined in iho Supreme Court of 
British Columbia, or on t^e triu) of 
any caate in the County Court in the 
Province of British Columbia, or on 
tbe exueutiou ot any writ of enquiry of 
damages, it thull De lawful tor the (Jhiof 
Ju»t:eo of the Supreme Court ot Utiiieb Co- 
lombia, or other Judge thereof, or the J udga 
presiding in such County C urt, or the per- 
son acting iu the exeeutiou of tho esiid writ 
id a judicial cop city, respectively, to le- 
ooive lae verdict of thtee-fourihs, or ol any 
proportion equal to nr greater than thret- 
fourthe of the Jury empanueled to try Buoh 
issue or cause, or on the exeeutioo of any 
euch wntol enquiry, alto. - the expiration ol 
three houia irouj the time wnen euch Jory 
shall have retired to consider their verdict, 
in case at tbe eud of Bach three hours tbev 
Bball not iu all lespectB bo unanimous.'

Soma Buoh regulation Bhould be adopted 
here. 

Sirt Arthur Kennedy, the now Governor of 
Hongkong, has arrived and entered on his offi- 
cial duties. In his inaugural speech be dwelt 
largely on the suppression of gambling, and 
on the intention of Her Majesty's Government 
to act vigorously in the mutter. A doputa-

Dominion Mail Summary. 

DEBATE ON PACIFIC RAILWAY. 

In the House of Commons, on the 31st of 
May, the amendments made in tho Committeo 
to tbe Canadian Pacific Railway Bill came up 
for concurrence. 

Sir G B Oartier said the Government had 
taken into consideration seueral of the suggee» 
tions kindly made on tbe otber si tie, princi- 
pally with regard to tho frontage of tbe blocks 
to be given to the Company and retained by 
tbe Government, and as to tbe 10 per cent, or 
11,000,000, which tbo Company, having at 
least $10,u00,000 capital, was to deposit with 
tbe Government. Ho intondod to move an 
amendment to the second section ; which was 
read : — 

Provided always that 10 per cent of the 
capital ia tbe Company shall be paid up and 
deposited in the bands of the Receiver-Gen-' 
oral of Otuada before tho aommencomont of 
the work, 

Which he proposed to altor from tho word 
"before," as follows: — 

"Beloro any agreement bo concluded betwoen 
tbo Government nod the Company, and shall 
rembin in tbeir hands until othorwiso ordered 
by Parliament." 

Mr Uibbs asked if interest would bo allowed 
to the Oompmy upon money d eposited witb 
the Government? 

Sir G E Cartier said it would not. Ho also 
proposed to amend the third clause by adding 
tbo lollowing proviso: — 

'•Provided that, so far as practicable, none 
of Buch altornato blocks of land aforesaid 
sball be fess than six miles, or moro than 
twelve miles in frontage on the railroad, and 
tbe blocks shall be so laid out as that each 
block granted to tbo Company on ono side of 
the railway Bhall bo opposite another block 
of like width rosorved for tbo Government on 
the other side of the railway. " 

This anioudment was proposed bocauao tho 
rule they intended to adopt in laying out tbe 
lands generally was to bavo tbe front of each 
township six miles; but, in eucb a length of 
railway, it might be well to have a groator 
length of frontage, and so it was propoeud to 
give them power to moke the frontage twelve 
miles, which was tbo width of two town- 
ships. 

In reply to Mr Mills, Sir G E Cartier said 
the67ov«rnment bad adopted this system advii 
sadly and would not alter their land policy on 
a m'ero suggestion. This year the whole of 
Manitoba wonld bo surveyed, and next year 
10,000,000 of cores more. 

It reply to Mr Wright, Sir G E Cartier said 
the Government bad considered the Ameri- 
can Bystem of dividing by eectiona of one 
mile square, and bad not thought it ndvisablo 
to adopt it. Tbo Government in giving land 
to tho company would of course have to tell 
thorn where it was; but the company would 
have to survey tbe land into townships and 
into lots of 160 acres each of thomselvea. Had 
they adopted tbe Amorican system, the Gov< 
erament would have had to survey each square 
mile, which would have thrown unnecessary 
expense upon them. 

A good deal of discussion arose as to the 
Kastern Terminus, when Hon Mr Dorion mov- 
ed for recommittal of the Bill, in order to so 
amend it as the terminus at some point west 
of the Ottawa River, i<s shall be foand to 
afford the shortest practicable route from tbo 
Pacifio Ocean to such eattern terminus, and 
not, as provided in tho Bill, at some point 
south of Lake Kipissing. 
Tbe motion was lost, 125 lo 15. 
On June 1st, on motion for third reading 
of Railway Bill, Hon Mr Wood moved an 
amendment trammelling the Government in 
tbe disposition of land and money subsidies; 
bat it it was voted down 100 to 33. 

Mr Mills moved an amendment by making 
the proposition that tho Government should 
not have power to grant to any company wtiich 
hud amongst its shareholders a member or 
members of Parliament the public monies or 
lauds set apart by tbia bill for tbe construc- 
tion of tbe Pacific Railway. He said the reso- 
lution was founded on well-understood prin« 
ciplea of tbe Independence of Parliament Act 
It would be greatly to be regretted if sbnro- 
holdsrs in this company should have seats in 
tbia House. They would in tact bo voting 
money into their own pockets. Tbe principle 
was so well recognized that ho would not 
waBle the time of the Houso in advocating it. 

Tbe amendment was voted down, 82 to 42, 
and tbe Bill was read a third time and pass-i 
ed.

On the 3d Mr Coetigan's Bill disqualifying 
members of Legislature in Provinces where 
du»l representation is disallowed for being 
candidates for Dominion Parliament, was 
paneed through Committee. Mr Blake attempt- 
ed to amend tbe Bill so us to disqualify any 
shareholder in the Canadian Pacific Railway. 
The ameudment was lost, 90 to 55. Au 
amendment was also moved making it apply 
to all Provinces, which was also lost. The 
Dill passed a third reading, 70 to 3G. 

KITKWSION OF TAHIFIT TO n. C. 

Oa the 3d tho House wont into Committee o( 
the Whole to consider the resolution declar- 
ing it expedient to extend tbo Customs and 
Kxciso now in force in the Dominion to British 
Columbia. Tbo resolution was reported with- 
out amendment, and a bill founded on it was 
introduced and tead n first time.

Sir F. Bincks stated tint ho had learned 
from Washington that both flouBen of Com- 
tnotfi had decided to iiuposo 10 per cont du- 
ly on teae and cofleu imported into tbe .States
